the neighboring firm that happens not to be incorporated, enjoys its profits 
without paying one cent.

No more unfair or unequal method of taxation could be devised. 

Under the corporation tax, holders of bonds, one of the largest sources 
of wealth and inyestments in America, are exempt, since corporations are 
permitted to meet the guaranteed charges on such obligations before deliver- 
ing up the 1 per cent tax to the government. 

Many of the fortunes in this country’ running up into the millions accrue 
from individual holdings in real estate. Yet because of the sheerly me- 
chanical fact of its non-corporate nature, this formidable class of wealth es- 
capes tribute under the corporation tax. 

These two discrimnations alone brand the principle of the corporation tax 
as about the most inequitable and unfair in American history; and this is 
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upon his shoulders will be shifted the sums the corporations must give up 
to the government. ty 

Simultaneously with the reduction of the corporation tax, the house of 
‘representatives accepted the senate’s plan to submit ithe income tax to the 
several states in the form of a federal constitutional amendment. 

A more effectual means of stifling the prospects for an income tax could 
hardly have been selected. Traditionally, legislation by constitutional 
amendment is one of the most uncertain and unsatisfactory of methods. 
Twelve dissenting states can block the amendment. There is little question 
that the New England tier, as an entirety, will furnish the foundation for 
rejecting the amendment. It will be child's play to secure sufficient other 
states to make up the requisite quota of twelve. 

The direct enactment of an income tax by congress would offer no such 
hopeless olfstacles. Since the handing down of the unfavorable supreme 
court decision, the personnel of the court has been altered radically.

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AN EMPLOYER'S LIABILITY LAW FOR GEORGIA. 


A, bill by Representative White, of Screven county, now pending .n the 
general assembly, seeks to enact for Georgia an employer's liability law sim- 
ilar in scope and intent to-a federal statute passed at the urgent insistence 
of former President Roosevelt. 

The law is a most just and equitable one. Most of the states have al- 
ready enacted legislation paralleling the federal provision and there is every 
reason why Georgia should also align herself with a policy that seeks to 
remedy one of the most tragic and indefensible features of the law as it 
now stands in this state. 

Under the present statute in Gecrgia, the railway, factory or other em- 
ployee meeting death or disability in the discharge o1 his regular vocation 
is wholly barred from obtaining a compensatory reward for: damages, if it 
can be shown that he was, in the remotest sense, guilty of negligence con- 
tributory to such accident. 

The person not an employee may be guilty of the same, or 
more flagrant, degree of contributory negligence, whe.eby he suffers death 
or disability. But he himself, or his heirs, are not estopped from going

Bill Providing for Same 
Introduced. Yesterday. 


A bureau of labor for the state of 
Georgia is provided for in a bill intro- 
duced in the house of representatives 
on yesterday. The measure is framed 
in accordance with the demand of 
Governor Brown in the last campaign 
and the platform declaration of the 
convention which nominated him for 
governor, 

The measure is signed by Messrs. 
McCarthy, of Chatham; Barrett, of 
Stephens; Slade, of Muscogee; Mc- 
Kireath, of Fulton; Guyton, of «Ef- 
fingham; Alexander, of DeKalb, and 
Anderson, of Chatham. 

The bille contemplates the creation 
of a department of labor under a 
commissioner of labor, who shall be 
named by the governor to serve for a 
term of two years. The commis- 
sioner of labor is authorized to ap- 
point an assistant. 


Duties of Commissioners. 


The bill, prescribes the following 
duties for the commissioner of labor. 

“The commissioner, aided by the as- 
sistant commissioner, shall collect and 
collate infermation and statistics con- 
cerning labor and its relation to capi- 
tal, showing labor conditions throagh.- 
out the state; the hours of labor; the 
earnings of laborers, and their educa- 
tional, moral and financial condition, 
and the best means of promoting their 
mental, moral and material welfare: 
shall, also, yoo om ‘and collate infor- 
mation and st@tistics concerning the, 
leeation, capacity of mil's, factories, 

vrkshops and other industries and 
actual output of manufactured prod- 
ucts,” and also the character and 
amount of labor employed; the kind 
and quantity of raw material annual- 
ly used by them, and the capital in- 
vested therein: shall also collect and 
collate information and statistics con- 
cerning the location, estimated and 
actual horse power and condition of 
valuable water powers, developed and 
undeveloped, in this state; also of 
timber lands, and such other informa- 
tion and statistics concerning the in- 
dustrial welfare of the citizens of 
this state as he may deem to be of 
interest and benefJt to the public; and 
by the dissemination of such data to 
advertise the various industrial and 
natural resources of Georgia, in order 
to attract and bring capital into this 
state.” 

All county officers of the state are 
required by the act to fumnish to the 
commissioner such information with 
reférence tc industrial conditions as 
may be within his offigfial knowledge. 
The various industries of the state 
gre to be required to furnish informa- 
tion in regard to their business, the 
same to be held confidential. 

‘The salary of the commissioner ig 
fixed at $2,400, and that of his as- 
sistant at $1,800. A stenographer is 
allowed the commission at a salary of 
$900 and $900 is set apart*’for inci- 
dental expenses, including traveling 
expenses. 

Women and Child Labor. 


The commissioner is directed to 
look into all strikes and lockouts and 
to pay paiticular attention in their 
investigaticns to the operations of 
laws protecting women and child la- 
bor.

NCREASED PY 


‘Same Salaries for Supreme 
Court Stenographers. 


The house of representatives yes- 
terday voted down - the bill to ‘in- 
crease the salaries of the stenogra- 
phers to the justices of the supreme 
court of Georgia. The bill, therefore, 
goes the way of the bill to increase 
the salaries of judges of the court of 
appeals. 

The measure came into the house 
with a unanimous report of the gen- 
eral judicisry committee and was 
warmly advocated on the floor, but 
the house voted it down, casting 103 
votes against the increase and 63 
for it. 

In the arguments in support of the 
bill it was pointed out that the posi- 
tions were practically that of law 
secretaries; that cnly expert stenogra- 
phers and men who were lawyers 
could satisfactorily do the work, and 
that $2,000 a year was only a fair 
salary for such a man. 

The increase was urged in speeches 
by Messrs. McMichael, of Marion; 
Roberts, of Dodge; Barrett,- of Steph- 
ens, and Sheppard, of Sumter. Mr. 
Heard, of Dooly, opposed it. The 
house again proved conservative and 
refused to authorize an advance in 
selary. 

The house again took up and dis- 
cussed at some length the resolution 
calling upon President Taft to give 
greater recognition to southern young 
men in appointments to the consular 
service. The agvantages of having 
southerners in such positions abroad 
where they could work for the ex- 
tension of southern trade was em- 
phasized. The resolution was pass- 
ed in slightly amended form. 

On assembling the house saved time 
by dispensing with the reading of 
the journa: and the calling of the 
roll. 

A message was received from the 
senate announcing the passing of the 
house resolutions by Mr. Alexander, 
of Fulton, requesting Luther Bur- 
bank to muke experiments with the 
cotton plant, and a resolution calling 
upon Georgia’s representatives in 
congress to support measures that 
will require the collection of statis- 
tics of coiton held in warehouses, 
etc.; also a resolution to change the 
inscription on the monument to Gen- 
eral James Edward Oglethorpe to be 
erected in Savannah. 

Mr. Wright, of Floyd, introduced 
his resolution ealling for the appoint- 
ment of a commission to consider the 
desirability of erccting structures on 
each side of the Whitehall, Broad and 
Forsyth street viaducts in Atlanta 
over the tracks of the Western and 
Atlantic ratiroud. 

Mr. Johnson, of Bartow, succeeded 
in naving ¢hanged the referenve of 
his bill to amend the state constitu- 
tion so as to exempt certain farm 
products from taxation. The house 
egreed to his motion to refer the bill 
to the comualittee on general agricul- 
ture.

tions. The measure provides that 
‘courts shall not set a definite date for 
executions to take place, but shall 
merely specify the week during which 
the condemned shall be executed. the 
Object being to prevent any display 
of maudlin sentiment and to suppress 
any public meetings which executions 
call forth, as was the case recently 
in connection with the execution of a 
condemned negro murderer in south 
Georgia. It is understood the bill will 
bave strorig support. 

Other Matters in the Senate. 

The senate took up, and after brief 
consideration, agreed to the adverse 
report on the bfll by Senator Harrell 
to permit the mortgaging of crops be- 
fore they are planted. The effect of 
this action is to kill the bill. 

The senate passed a resolution by 
Senator Calloway, of the twenty- 
ninth, providing that in the event the 
cotton tax . is recovered from the 
United States governmert, it shall be 
distributed to the survivors of the 
confederacy and their widows,

ONLY ACTIVE STOCK 


Market Narrow and Discour- 
‘aging to Professional 
.- “Praders. 


New York, July 13.—The narrow 
limits of the current stock market 
were marked distinctly again today} 
with the effect of so discouraging the 
professional element that they seemed 
tempted to abandon their operations. 
The stagnant condition of the later 
market was the consequence. The 
net result, broadly speaking, was ito 
undo the movement ef Monday. Much 
interest and importance attached to 
the movement in United States Steel, 
and it was considered a good omen 
when it sold at the opening at 79, 
after its many coy approaches and 
retreats in the nefgHborhood of that 
hgure yesterday. Reasons fer the 
caution With \nich the market man- 
agers of the stock approached that 
price were disclosed by the develcp- 
ments which followed. No appreciabie 
amount of stock was marketed at 729, 
the first four thousand shares sold 
simultaneously, being quoted together 
at 69 3-4 to 10. After the opening a 
single hundred shares sold at 70. im- 
mediately below thag figure there was 
a@ heavy, active market for a_ tima, 
with buying and selling orders quite 
equally balanced, but the selling be- 
came the more urgent and the prices 
ran off. Professional traders hoid a 
theory that when a stock has suc- 
cessfully passed a previeus high level, 
it is likely to go higher. Brokers had 
orders, therefore, to buy United States 
Steel when it should touch 70, which 
exceeded its record price by 1-8. But 
that price has also been pointed to by 
market comment as a possible limit of 
an upward movement. The event 
proved that very heavy selling orders 
were contingent on the stock market 
making that price, and not necessarily 
for execution at that price, but at the 
market, whent the signal should be 
given by a quotaticn of 70 for Steel. 
These orders followed the stock on its 
downward course, and had an intiuen- 
tial sentiment on the whole market. 
The news of the day offered small 
help for the price movement. Large 
requirements on the money market 
came out, and it is realized that the 
determination with which stocks are 
held at present owes much to the 
cheapness and plenty of money. There 
was no change in interest rates to in- 
dicaté any pressure on borrowers.

The Plan provides for the tesue of the following new securities by the 


Seaboard Air Line Rallway: 

1. A Refunding Mortgage to secure an authorized issue of $125,000,000 
Four Per Cent Bonds, to be issued under restrictions to be specified in the 
mortgage, for the purpose of refunding in due course existing securities and 


for the future develepment of the property. 

2. An Adjustment Mortgage immediately subsequent in lien to the Re- 
funding Mortgage, to secure an authorized issue of $25,000,000 of Five Per 
Cent Adjustment Bonds, which are to be cumulative income bonds. These 
bonds are to be issued $6,979,600 in exchange for the General Mortgage Five 
Per Cent Bonds of 1907 and appurtenant interest coupons to August 1, 1949, 
inclusive dollar for dollar, and $18,000,000 for cash. 4 

The Adjustment Bonds to be sold are to be offered for subscription at. 
70 per centjof their par value to the stockholders to the extent of 30 per 
centeof the par value of the stock registered in their names to a date to be 
be hereafter fixed. 

A syndicate has been organized which, for a commission of five per cent 
on the par value of the $18,000,000 of Adjustment Bonds to be sold, guarantees 
to purchase at the price at which they are to be offered to the stockholders 
nan ft portion thereof which may not be subscribed and paid for by the stock~- 

olders. 

All the outstanding seeufities of the Railway other than the General 
Mortgage Five Fer cent. Bonds are to remain undisturbed. The holders vf 
First Mortgage Four Per Cent. Bonds are, however, asked to deposit their 
bonds im order that the same may be stamped in such a way as to become re- 
deemable or purchasable by the Raliway in cash, at par and accrued inter- 
est, on any interest payment date, upon proper notice by publication. 

At the time of the deposit of First Mortgage Bonds and appurtenant 
coupons the Depositaries will cash at par the coupons due April 1, 1908, Oc« 
tober 1, 1906, and April 1, 1909. Se & 

If the First Mortgage and General Mortgage Bondholders deposit their 
bonds the Committee feels certain that the ae ot Plan can be carried out, 
and that it will not be necessary to foreclose the First Mortgage or the Gen- - 
eral Mortgage, but, on the contrary, the finences of the Railway will be 
easily and speedily a@justed without the delay and expense incident to a sale 
of the property, the just debte of the Railway will be met, the $7,510,000 of 
Receivers’ Certificates will be paid, and the present fixed annual interest 
charges, including interest on Receivers’ Certificates, will be reduced, as 
stated in the Plan, by an amount estimated at $972.840. 

The Committee carnestly recommends the adoption of the Pian. It has 
fixed August 15, 1909, as the date on or before which the deposit of First 
Mortgage Bonds and General Me Bends must be made, but it is hoped 
that the holders of these securities will deposit them at once, and thus con- 


tribute to a speedy adjustment. 

Receipts in negotiable form will be issued by the Depositaries at the 
time of the deposit of the bonds. 

Meetings of the stockholders will be called and proxies asked for in ord 
that the Plan may be approved by the stockholders and its provisions c 
ried out. _ .
